SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Hartland :— 

According to law, I herewith submit the report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. This report covers the period 
from July 1, 1927 to January 14, 1928. 

There are being maintained seven one-room, and two 
two-room schools. Names of schools, together with the 
names of the teachers, and facts regarding each, appear in 
the table included in this report. Of these schools the Grout 
and Village are Standard. 

It is to be hoped that during the summer of 1928, a pro- 
gram of repairs, where needed, will be carried out. There 
are schools which need such work, one in particular, and 
with State Aid as liberal as it is now, repairs should be done 
to meet the requirements for this Aid, which, in turn, will 
meet the demands for standardization. 

All schools have been rated on the Official Rating Sheet 
of the State. Such rating of the Grout school being done by 
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Mr. Sheldon, former Deputy Commissioner, and of the Vil- 
lage and North Hartland schools, by Mr. Erwin present 
Deputy Commissioner. The remaining schools were rated 
by the Superintendent. 

Parent Teacher Associations in several of the districts 
are showing an active interest in their schools, and deserve 
commendation. In certain cases considerable money has 
been expended by such organizations for equipment. It is 
hoped that such interest will continue, and more associa- 
tions formed. 

From the appended table parents will note that while 
the percentages of attendance are good, there is a chance 
for improvement. Belief is felt, that upon the parents falls 
the responsibility of seeing that their children are in school 
every day, and at school in time for the opening of every 
session. | 

Achievement Tests have been administered to the 
eighth grade pupils. They were not given to re-grade. On 
the contrary they were submitted to give some idea of 
standards existing among those pupils, so that weaknesses 
could be determined, and proper remedial measures applied. 
These Tests have proved beneficial to teachers in their en- 
deavors to bring eighth grade pupils up to a standard which 
will enable them to pass final examinations, and qualify 
them for high school work. To supplement these Tests, 
mid-year examinations were submitted by the Superintend- 
ent. 

Results obtained from the Achievement Tests show a 
great need for more concentrative effort and possibly home 
study. <A timely suggestion to parents may be a more care- 
ful observance of the time devoted by their children to home 
study. 

Supplies, text books and equipment, sufficient to meet 
the needs have been purchased. The teachers have been 
very faithful to a policy of economy with supplies. 

The Course of Study prescribed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education is being followed in all the schools.

The teachers are to be commended on the results which 
have been realized as an outcome of their hard work. The 
willingness with which they have accepted, and the faithful- 
ness with which they have carried forward suggestions, is 
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deeply appreciated. But the battle is not won. This same 
spirit will be looked forward to. 

Miss Jennie Allingham, State Helping Teacher, sched- 
uled for this district, paid her first regular monthly visit to 
the Union during October. Her program was cancelled, due 
to road conditions following the flood. This month, however, 
will see the program resumed. The addition of Miss Alling- 
ham, by the State, to the supervisory staff, gives to the 
Union an expert in the field of professional educational 
work. 

Your Superintendent wishes to speak his appreciation 
for the spirit of good fellowship which welcomed him to the 
new Union. It has been a great pleasure to find this help. 

In presenting this report thanks is extended to all for 
the fine co-operation given.
